DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1 . Claims 4-6, 8-17 and 26-27 are pending. 

Applicants' amendment filed September 29, 2009 is acknowledged. Applicants' 
response has been fully considered. Claims 4, 6 and 26-27 have been amended, and claims 7 and 
25 have been cancelled. Therefore, claims 4-17 and 26-27 are examined. 

Withdrawn Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The previous rejection of claims 25-27 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, written 
description, is withdrawn in view of applicants' amendment of the claims, applicants' 
cancellation of the claim, and applicants' response at page 6 in the amendment filed September 
29, 2009. 

3. The previous rejection of claims 4-6 and 8-17 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is 
withdrawn in view of applicants' amendment of the claims, and applicants' response at pages 6-7 
in the amendment filed September 29, 2009. 

Withdrawn Claim Rejections -Obviousness Type Double Patenting 

4. The previous rejection of claims 4-17 and 25-27, under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of co-pending 
application 10/594,455, is withdrawn in view of applicants' submission of a terminal disclaimer, 
applicants' cancellation of the claims, and applicants' response at page 7 in the amendment filed 
September 29, 2009. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Examiner's Amendment to the Claims: 

Claim 4 has been amended as follows: 

4. (Currently amended) A process for separating a von Willebrand factor ( VWF) 
having a high specific VWF activity from a VWF having a low specific VWF activity, said 
process comprising the steps: (a) binding VWF to a hydroxylapatite column matrix, (b) washing 
out VWF having a specific VWF activity less than 70 U per mg VWF antigen using a wash 
buffer containing 100-300 mM phosphate salt and (c) eluting a VWF having a specific VWF 
activity greater than 120 U per mg VWF antigen using an elution buffer containing 200-500 mM 
phosphate salt. 



The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The following 
reference is the closest art to the claimed invention. Gorman et al. (Thrombosis Research 12, 
341-352 (1978)) teach factor VIIIc fractions obtained from precipitation from plasma and gel 
filtration on Sepharose 6B, contain factor VIII coagulant activity, ristocetin cofactor activity and 
factor VIII R-ag activity (also termed VIII related antigen or von Willebrand factor; Fig. 1; Table 
1). These fractions were pooled and further applied on hydroxylapatite chromatography 
equilibrated with 0.1 M NaCl, 5 mM potassium phosphate buffer (pH 6.8), the column was 
washed with equilibrating buffer, and factor VIII eluted with a 0.1 M potassium phosphate buffer 
(pH 6.8) in 0.1 M NaCl, in which VIII R-ag activity was also found (page 342-345; Fig. 2). 
However, Gorman et al. do not teach or suggest a process for separating a VWF having a high 
specific VWF activity from a VWF having a low specific VWF activity, comprising the steps: 
(a) binding VWF to a hydroxylapatite column matrix, (b) washing out VWF having a specific 
VWF activity less than 70 U per mg VWF antigen using a wash buffer containing 100-300 mM 
phosphate salt and (c) eluting a VWF having a specific VWF activity greater than 120 U per mg 
VWF antigen using an elution buffer containing 200-500 mM phosphate salt. Therefore, the 
claims are allowable over the art of record.
